FROM DROUTH TO DATE 


Unless the rainmaker turns loose 


his wares in North Dakota within the 
next three days. May. 1917. with .01 
of an Inch precipitation will go down 
in history as the dryest May central 
North Dakota has experienced In the 
42 years the United States weather 
bureau has been established at Bis- 
marck. 
And at that, May will end 


with an 
accumulated 
deficiency of 


moisture of but 1.9 inches, aud with 
growing crops In us fine condition as 
they ever have been known at this 
season of the year. 


The rainfall for April was 1.87, an 


excess of .23 inches- 
March had 


but .60. a deficiency of -43, and the 
deficiency for May. with but -01 of an 
inch rainfall, is n whopper, but the 
unusually heavy snowfall of January 
and February almost evens up mat- 
ters, making the accumulated defici- 
ency nothing to worry about. 


Lowest on Kerord 


Providing no rain falls before mid- 


night Thursday, May's precipitation 
of .01 of an Inch will be_liy far the 
lowest on record- 
Tlie hevt lowest 


precipitation for May was 
04 inches 


in 1901, and the only other May which 
approached this minimum Mas that of 
1890, when hut .57 inclicb (if rainfall 
was reported. 


In June. 1901. following an abnortn- 


ally dry May, there was 5-17 Inches 
rainfall, well above Uic normal of 
3-60 for that month. 
In June, 1890, 


another year of early drouth, the pre- 
cipitation was 8.40 inches- 
Farm- 
ers recall 1901 us ait excellent crop 
year when there was a particularly 
fine yield of flax, and they state that 
spring conditions now are much the 
same as they were that year. 


In 1915, North Dakota's banner crop 


year to date, 4-43 inches of rain fell 
in May, and 5.70 inches In June. The 
precipitation throughout that 
year 


was the greatest recorded since 1876.
